There is no reasonable doubt but what~ 
a vast majorityzof ‘the American people_ 


are ‘in favor ofthe proposed League of 
Nations, and they should be, a few cam- 
paign issue Republican senators to the 
contrary notwithstanding. President Wil- 
son said in a speech at New York Tues- 
day night just before again leaving for 
France, that this is true, and that he had 
positive and unmistakable evidence of it 
from all parts of the country, and intend- 
ed to so state to the people of Europe 

The President also said no party dared 
to fight it, but we believe he'is mistaken 
in that. The Republican party and ‘Big 
Business’’ is already fighting it, through 
their bought and paid fer animated mega- 
phones in the U. S. Senate, a sufficient 
number of them to block a ratification of 
the League in this country havmg pledged 
themselves so to do. 

These.men represent the Republican 
party absolutely and they are going to 
make thig matter their issue in the 1920 
campaign. *Phey will go down to over- 
whelming' and ignominous defeat, but 
they have no other issue. Neither has the 
party acandidate, since Roosevelt died, 
that can, appear: before the American peo- 
ple otligr than as a Leiliputionist rattling 
‘around ‘in Gulliver’s shoes. 

This proposed League of ‘Nations is 
nothing more or less than a court in which 
to adjust national disputes, instead of do- 
ing so by unholy and bharbarie war. It is 
no more or less than is a Justice of the 
Peace or Police Court which adjudicates 
domostic or local disputes. We as citi- 


nation, do not go out and butcher each 
other over disputes of territory, finance 
‘or anything else.- We take it into court 
and then abide by the decision. Why, 
then, should nations do otherwise in the 
adjustment of national differences? There 
is No reason, except that we have not as 
yet evoluted far enough away from sav- 
agry. , 
The code of ethics and mode of proced- 
ure of such a national court, or league of 
nations, which shall suljstitute sanity for 
savagry and wisdom for war are all. mat- 
ters of details which the biggest and best 
men of many nations are now working out, 
and as the United States holds four aces in 
the game and has one of the best, brain- 
est and bravest men in the world playing 
them on the. peace table, there is little 
reason to think that America is going to 
ge any the worst of it. We can satcly 
leave those details to the man who has 
thus far guided our ship of state safely 
through the roughest geas and worse 
storms it ever encountered. 

The News concedes the wisdom of talk- 
ing these details over and wide publicity, 
and also concedes the inadvisability of «n- 
tangling .foreign alliances which can be 
avoided, but it does not concede the right 
or sense of a lot of political jumping jacks 
und financial freebooters wearing corpora- 
tion collars blocking needed legislation, 
maligning one of the best Presidents the 
United States ever had and thwarting the 
will of the sovereign people, that they, or.
